Right for Parks 


What looks like an oversized land swamp with 
the Bear Lake, Cisco Beach, property for 
Wasatch State Park Property, is actually equal in 
value, but it may be detrimental to the public. 

The State Lands Division has suggested that the 
trade be made so that public areas could be made 
available on the famed Cisco Beacy in Bear Lake, 
while giving away, what we feel, is some of the 
prime public lands in Wasatch County, ang the 
State Park System. 

The 1,250 acres of Wasatch Mountain State 
Park is located in the northeast corner of the 
park, and overlooks U.S. 40 north of Heber City, 
near the proposed Jordanelle Reservoir. While 
this part of the State Park is not yet developed, 
there will come a time when the State Park will 
develop it to accomodate the added inflow when 
the Jordanelle is constructed. 

Giving away such a large public piece of land for 
a beach in Bear Lake is almost ridiculous. There 
will be thousands of visitors to the State Park if 
developed properly due to its proximity to the Salt 
Lake area. Certainly there is a need to save a part 
of Cisco Beach, but let’s not trade acreage which 
is choice playground for the Wasatch area. 

We feel that if the governor and the legislators 
give up this piece of property there will be a grave 
error that will have to be corrected somewhere 
down the road. 

Let’s keep our eyes open, and make sure that the 
trade, if any is made, will definitely be in the best 
interest of the state. 

We are pleased with our local leaders in their ef- 
forts to stop the trade, and hope they continue to 
address the proper authorities letting them know 
the mistake it would be for this exchange to take 
place.
